Pierce Given Decision.

the "back to the land" movement. It 
will free rural life from many of the 
inconveniences that, heretofore attend- 
ed it. enabling dwellers In the country 
to procure supplies cheaply and expe- 
ditiously. 


Moreover, it will open to the farm- 


ers an enormous market to which di- 
rect and convenient access will be 
daily afforded. 
The city dweller hav- 


ing established connections with the 
producer in the country will be able 
to obtain supplies direct from the 
farm. 
In so far as the profits of the 


middleman contribute to the high cost 
of living they will be eliminated, and 
there should be a noteworthy Increase 
in the quality of food products that 
depend upon their freshness for their 
excellence.

In London a special building is set 
apart for that branch of the business.

An 
enormous business should be develop- 
ed, city tables should be more whole- 
somely and abumlamlv supplied, and 
the cost of living materially reduced.

It favors plant growth, which is indicated in the fine, hairy rootlets of weeds, etc., that have grown on 


the surface of these pits. These rootlets are much more delicate in construction than the fibrous roots the 
feeders to the orange and lemon trees, and if this lime is favorable to their growth, how much more then 
to the citrus feeders, in not only absorbing plant food, 
but their development for greater capacity by in- 


creased growth.

Tin? editor of this paper had a limited, amount of money to spend for i 


Christmas presents last year—about the same amount this year, lie 
has tried to give serviceable presents, thus attaching a Christinas 
sentiment to something that must be supplied whatever comes. 


In buying these presents last year he sprint all the money in the 


Covina stores with the exception of three dollars which he paid for a I 
picture that he had made a special trip to Los .Angeles to get 
When 


he had obtained the picture and brought it to Covina. he found exactly 
the same thing in a Covina store, and the price-mark was two dollars. 
So, looking at it philosophically, the editor got stung just once last

fifty per cent, over that of last year. There is absolutely no necessity 
in going into Los Angeles at all for anything in the line of Christmas 
presents.

If you want pictures, watches, rings, dress-goods, 


umbrellas, books, spaniel puppies, cigars, subscriptions to the Argus! 
boxes of walnuts, raisins. Jonathan apples, automobiles, ponies, hand- 
kerchiefs, confectionery, hot water bottles, suspenders, or photographs 
—they're here—the best of quality—sold by friends, who do not 
rob you, and who do business with the idea that you an; coming in 
again to trade. 


As the Argus said last week—there is nothing in this tradc-at-home- 


for-sake-of-loyalty sentiment. It's a matter of dollars and cents, and 
it's a matter of fair dealing and getting the worth of your money, 
-fhe highwayman takes everything that a man has because he expe. fr- 
aud hopes he will never see him again. 
But the home merchant 


touches elbows with you twelve months in the year for a life-time. 
He gets his living from you. and he will treat you right, for if he 
doesn't he konws that the sheriff will eventually tack a sign on his 
door.

The Security of the Gambler. 


No appreciable progress will lie made toward suppressing gamb- 


ling in California until we get rid of the present gambling law, which 
protects gambling instead of preventing it. In Covina, we have had 
ample opportunity in the past to prove that raiding gambling games 
is a fnrce. The officers are powerless. The law protects the gambler. 
It was made in the days when gambling was the first sport of the 
state; when stud poker and faro were considered legitimate methods 
by which men might make a living. The days of Bret Harte and the 
"Luck of Roaring Camp" have passed away, but the farcical gambling 
law remains, and hundreds of well-dressed, sleek and well-satisfied 
gentlemen still make gambling a source of pleasant living. 
Ralph 


Miller, for instance, who lately left Covina and went to Los Angeles, 
where he has been arrested several times for running a poker game. 
but has not yet been convicted. 


The raid on a gambling joint last Sunday night in Covina was suc- 


cessful because the district attorney conducted it, and he had a 
stool pigeon in the.game. Otherwise the California law would have 
let the gamblers through like water through a sieve. You can't jump 
upon a gambling game and get a conviction for gambling. You must 
prove that the persons .present are gambling. 
California gamblers 


never allow money to be in sight. They use counters, which may or 
may not represent money so far as tin: law is concerned. 
If the 


gamblers state that they are playing solo or pitch or "old maid.'' the 
court has no mist hod of controverting these statements by evidence-, 
unless one of the players testifies that a gambling game was in pro- 
gress. Hence, the stool pigeon, who gets into a game for the pm-pose 
of gathering evidence for the officers. 
Unless one of the gamblers 


"squeals" on his pals, the stool pigeon is the only method by which 
<i gambler may be apprehended in this state. 


Now. here is an interesting phase of the growth of civilixation in a 


locality. 
Long experience taught the authorities in at least one 


eastern state, that is practically impossible to convict on a straight 
charge of gambling. Therefore, having failed, knowing surely that 
the failure did not mean the absence of criminality, the state passed 
a law that a person was subject to fine or imprisonment when arrested 
in a place where gambling implements were also found. This has tak- 
en the place of the old gambling law. 
When a group of persons 


behind closed and locked doors are found in the company with poker 
chips, dice, faro tables, props, or other gambling machines, it is not 
necessary to convict of gambling, 'out only necessary to convict of 
being present where gambling implements are found. 
The result has 


been very salutary. 


Not knowing the California law, many ignorant people of righ1 


and moral intent are prone to blame the officers for not securing con- 
victions. But officers are merely officers of the law, and if the law pre- 
vents, by its wording, the carrying out of strict justice, the law is at 
fault and not those who work under its handicap. 


As it has been one of the most popular diversions of the people of 


California of late to amend certain portions of the constitution and 
to add to the mountain of verbiage in the statutes, the Argus will 
suggest that the state gambling law be repealed, and that a law 
making it a punishable offense to be present in a place where gaming 
implements are found be substituted. Meanwhile, let's keep a sharp 
watch to prevent young men who work hard for wages in Covina from 
falling into the clutches of the well-dressed, nun-working, glossy- 
haired poker-sharp, whose prototvpe in Co\ina we know so well in 
Ralph Miller.

held at Santa Barbara, by Dr. Hopkins 
of Illinois, on Ground Limestone: 


"Occasionally one saye ho would 


rather use burned lime because it is 
more readily available. It is less read- 
ily available. 
The ground lime is al- 


ready in the available form. 
Further- 


more, there is no difficulty whatever 
regarding the availability of ground 
limestone. 
It is too available." He 


then proceeds to give cases at Roth- 
amstead, etc., how readily the lime is 
leaching out of the soil.. He further 
says: 


"Some people say that if you are 


going to use limestone it must be 
very finely ground—men who reason 
from just some theoretical standpoint. 
They do not have 
a 
true 
theory, 


because true theories, of course, are 
based on all facts; but based on a 
part of the information that exists, 
they make the statement that lime- 
stone should be ground so it would 
pass through a sieve with a hundred 
meshes to the linear inch. 
I have 


used twenty-three 
carloads of 
lime- 


stone on my farm, and I would pay 
more for limestone ground to pass 
through a quarter-inch mesh screen 
than I would to pass through a hun- 
dred mesh screen. 
Why? 
Because 


durability is the great problem. If 
limestone is ground so it will pass 
through a ten-mesh screen, it is abund- 
antly fine; but I shall not be surpris- 
ed, when the information is all in, if 
it will be seen that a quarter-mesh 
screen will be sufficient." 


The coarser, the cheaper, and the 


extra expense in grinding finer can be 
in the coarser material that costs prac- 
tically nothing. 


When it is all very fine it all prac- 


tically dissolves at the same time and 
begins to all wash out.

When the tree, with about one-half 
of all its solids lime, and the nut hull 
with a large per cent, of lime, cannot 
have lime to feed upon, it is something 
like soft-shelled eggs when the fowls 
do not have sufficient lime. 
Another 


serious condition is the sourness of 
the soil, causing decay of the roots 
and dead limbs and abnormal cond>- 
tiona of the tree and nut.

wealth they owned was invested, and 
whose loss would mean penury 
to 


them and their families. 


When the Vedalia cardinalis was 


brought here and eradicated the cot- 
tony cushion scale, and when fumiga- 
tion protected the trees from the red 
and black scale, the growers, being 
without organization, 
competed 
so 


foolishly in the markets that there 
was not sufficient, revenue to bear the 
large expenses of cultivation and other 
fixed charges upon orchardists. The 
industry still languished. For a good 
deal of this time there was no tariff 
protection of adequate amount on na- 
tive-grown citrus fruit, and the orang- 
es and lemons of Spain and Sicily, pro- 
duced by cheap labor and shipped to 
New York at about one-third the trans- 
portation cost of California fruit, held 
the industry in a very depressed con- 
dition. 


At last the scale being conquered 


and the McKinley tariff bill passed, 
putting adequate protection on im- 
ported citrus fruit, with more moder- 
ate freight charges imposed by the 
railroads, the California fruit grow- 
ers were able to realize about a dollar 
a box at the railroad station on their 
oranges and lemons. Then came the 
era of real development in the indus- 
try, which under the same satisfac- 
tory conditions has continued to grow 
to the present time.

That the .plans of Dean T. F. Hunt 


of the University of California include 
the development of the agricultural 
industries of Southern California from 
every side is shown by the establish- 
ment in the university of a new de- 
partment of 
citrlculture 
and 
sub- 


tropical pomology, pays the Riverside 
Press. 


Thorough courses in the science and 


art of these subjects are to be pro- 
vided. The course in citriculture will 
embrace treatment of all the citrus 
fruits, while under the subject of sub- 
tropical fruits will be 
included the 


study of dates, olives, avocadots, lc~ 
quats, etc. 


Dr. J. Elliot Coit, superintendent of 


the citrus experiment station, has ac- 
cepted the appointment as head of the 
new department. Lectures and labor- 
atory work in the college of agricul- 
ture at Berkeley will begin January 14, 
and will be supplemented later on by 
practical field instruction at River- 
side and Whittier, and by students' 
excursions to the various parts of the 
citrus belt. 


Dr. Coit is peculiarly well fitted to 


develop the new work, as he is one of 
the few men in the country who com- 
bines wide experience and knowledge 
of .citrus and semi-tropical fruits with 
sound scientific training and teaching 
ability. He is a graduate of Cornell 
university, where he obtained the doc- 
tor's degree. For a number of years 
preceding his work in California he 
was'horticulturalistof. the Arizona ag- 
ricultural experiment station, publish- 
ing while there a treatise on "Citrus 
Culture in the Arid Southwest," and 
studies of dates and olives. For the 
past three years he has been in charge 
of the citrus investigations of the Cali- 
fornia station, with headquarters at 
Whittier. Since February first of this 
year he has been superintendent' of 
the local citrus., experiment station 
'arid has superyissd the planning and 
construction Jotr the 'new building just 
completed. .

Dr. Colt's many friends in the cit- 


rus industry will regret the loss of his
